ly earnest in his statement that Japan 
was anxious for, and

abiding pence, and in advance of the nc- 
tual delivery of the conditions, ho as- 
sured Mr. Witte nud Baron Rosen thnt 
his country's terms were moderate and 
he honed such as could be accepted on 
a bnsis of negotiation. Mr. Witte re- 
plied to Bnrou Koruuru nt considerable 
length. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H.. Aug. 10.—The 


following official statement wns mnde by 
Mr. Korostevotz on behnlf of the Russian 
plenipotentiaries: 
"In the meeting of 


Aug. 10 the question of full power? haa 
been reg-.ilated so thnt there will he no 
more difficulties on that subject. After 
this the Japanese plenipotentiaries hand- 
ed to the Russian plenipotentiaries the 
conditions of peace in writing. 
Tt has 


been decided that the Ru?sinn plenipoten- 
tiaries will study the question nnd will 
ns soon ns possible give their nnswer in 
writing. 
In the meantime the meetings 


of the conference have been adjourned. 


The present action of the Jnpnnese en- 


voy* came at. the very end of the morn- 
ing session. Hnron Komurn himself hand- 
ed the document in duplicate in French 
nnd Russian to M. Witle. and he thrust 
the papers in his inside pocket and the 
session wns declared adjourned.

Three hundred persons employed in thn 


large department store of John C. Mey- 
ers ut No. 30-41 North Pearl street, had

cellar. Nearly a 


hundred men, girls and children were 
carried down in the wreck. The first es- 
timate placed the number of killed and 
injured at -10. Thus far all tho.,e taken 
out. of the ruins have been alive. There 
Is no doubt, however, that when the res- 
cuers reach the bottom of the heap of 
debris they will find a number of dead. 
The ciitast ropho. which is the worst of 
its kind in t'he city's history, occurred 
shortly before nine o'clock. The Mey- 
ers estate had been making extensive re- 
pairs on its building. This morning a 
I'ang of Italian workmen started to re- 
move an iron pillar that supported the 
main door. Evidently they had failed 
to brace the tioor properly, for scarcely 
hud they loosened the post when down 
came all" three upper doors within a rad- 
ius of tifty feet from the fatal pillar. The 
wreck crashed into the cellar burying tin- 
workmen and carrying down fio-o whu 
hayppened to lie wurking in that portion 
of the building. 


MAXY MARVELOUS ESCAPES. 


The fire department was called out nnd 


the work of rescue began at once. Con- 
sidering the nature of the accident, the 
number of persons who escaped with only 
Blight injuries is remarkable. The debris 
in which the firemen nnd associates are 
dig"ing is 
!'f-'ht' consisting mostly of 


wood and plaster. 
Little or no heavy 


brick or .-tone work fell, and this i.v:t 
gives hope that the number of fatalities 
may not be large. 


The building was an old one. but about 


twenty years ago received a new front 
which gave it a modern appearance. Ex- 
tensive repairs were under way on the 
interior where the collapse occnrrd. It 
was one of the city's two large depart- 
ment stores. 


Up to 10:30 there had been taken from 


the ruins 75 persons, half of whom were 
eeriously injured. The manager of the 
store nt that time made the statement 
that there were 50 more underneath the 
ruins. Up to 11 o'clock one dead body 
had been removed. 


YOUNG WOMEN THE VICTIMS. 


Most of those injured were young wo- 


men. When the collapse occurred the 
roof ot the center of the structure fell 
into the building, forming a mass of de- 
bris, under which were the unfortunate 
victims. Telephone communication was 
sent to the various hospitals and doc- 
tors from out of the city and within half 
an hour '2"> doctors and four ambulances 
were on the scene. The various store;

emergency'hospitals nnd mattresses were 
brought 
from the various department 


store's in the neighborhood for the can 
of the victims. The work of digging oul 
the victims was conducted by the mem 
hers of the fire department and the polici 
department* nnd all city laborers.

But the commis- 
sioner uf the. dairy and food bureau hns 
issued a circular to the people, asking 
and advising them to abstain from alco- 
holic liquor.-, for a period. In any pure 
food law it is precisely as necessary that 
all liquors and drinkables be included a.s 
all foods and very likely because of care- 


, les.sness in drawing up the Pennsylvania 
jlaw those interested in liberty to adul- 


terate, ferreted out the weak point and 
with the as-i.stnnco. of the supreme court, 
won a victory over the pure food and 
dairy department.

We are to have the very biggest wheat 


'crop known for years. The official tip 
is given that the crop will easily exceed 
thiil of last year by 100.000,000 bushels, 
a total crop being estimated at tiTO.OOO,- 
000 bushels. Upon the 
wheat 
crop a 


considerable portion of onr prosperity 
depends. It means a most encouraging 
demand upon onr manufacturing insti- 
tutions, and with these kept busy it is 
easy to see how the wheels of prosperi- 
ty work. Other grains will not be far 
In-hind wheat iu richness of yield, for a 
good crop of this cereal as, a rule means 
good, crops of other grains. It is too 
early as yet to even try to guess what 
the corn yield will be, but with favorable 
weather and the ground in good condi- 
tion as indicated by the condition of 
wheat. giH'sses that the corn will be 
fruitful this year may not be so very 
wild after all.

80 there were recorded by the. interstate 
commerce commission railway accidents 
by which i'i'2 persons were killed and 
3,713 injured. Of this number there were 
^04 employees killed and 2.0l« injured. 
These disunities were the results of col- 
lisions and derailments, but there were 
other onuses resulting from operation of 
railroads which caused further fatalities 
and injuries, so that the total number of 
deaths'were 1100 nnd the total number of 
injured 14.;tfl7. This exceeds the casual- 
ties of the last three mouths resulting 
from the war between Japan and Russia, 
excluding the lives lost in the great na- 
val battle in Corea straits. But so far 
there hnve been no peace plenipotentia- 
ries announced.

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RUSSIA HAS 


JAP TERMS 


Conditions of Peace Handed to 


Russian Envoys at Close 


of Session. 


Muscovites Given Time to Study the Question 


and Give Answer in Writing—Indemnity 


of $1,000,000,000 Will Undoubt- 


edly Be Demanded. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Aug. 10.—The 


Associated Press is able to announce 
that the whole spirit of the discussion 
today was such as to greatly strengthen 
the hope of a favorable issue of the con- 
ference. Baron Komura was exceeding- 
ly earnest in his statement that Japan 
was anxious for, and 
desirous .of, an 


abiding pence, and in advance of the ac- 
tual delivery of thn conditions, he as- 
sured Mr. Witte and Baron Rosen that 
his country's terms were moderate a-nd 
he hoped such as could be accepted on 
a basis of negotiation. 
Mr. Witte re- 


plied to Baron Komura at considerable 
length. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. II., Aug. 10—The 


following official statement was made by 
Mr. Korostevetz on behalf of the Russian 
plenipotentiaries: 
"In the meeting of 


Aug. 10 the question of full powers has 
been regMlated BO that there will be no 
more difficulties on that subject. 
After 


this the Japanese plenipotentiaries band- 
ed to the Russian plenipotentiaries the 
conditions of peace in writing. It has 
been deckled that the Russian plenipoten- 
tiaries will study the question and will 
as snon ns possible give their answer in 
writing. 
In the meantime the meetings 


of the conference hnve been adjourned. 


The present action of the Japanese en- 


voys came at the very cud of the morn- 
ing session. Baron Komura himself hand- 
ed the document in duplicate in French 
<ind Russian to M. Witte, nnd he thrust 
the papers in his inside pocket and the 
session was declared adjourned. 


PORTSMOUTH. Aug. 10.—Eijiro Taka- 


migi, professor of English at the imperial 
university of Tnkio, in an interview fol- 
lowing a lengthy conference 
with Mr. 


Sato, who has been spokesman so far for 
the Japanese peace commfssion said that 
the Japanese terms in his opinion would 
include the 
immediate evacuation of 


Manchuria, the cession of the island of 
Sakhalin and an indemnity of $1,000,000,- 
000. The indemnity, Mr. Takasugi said, 
might be reduced if peace can be brought 
in no other way. 


PORTSMOUTH. August 10.—In glor- 


ious sunshine shortly after 9 o'clock this 
forenoon the peaco plenipotentiaries of 
the warring nations of the east set out 
for the navy yard here, to hold their sec- 
ond session at which, according to gen- 
eral belief, Japan might be expected to 
show her hand. 
On the moderation or 


stiffness of the terms will depend the 
continuation of the war in the far east. 


In some well informed quarters, how- 


ever, doubt existed whether the Japanese 
would today lay their cards on the ta- 
ble. For some reason the commission in- 
sisted that Baron Komura was sparring 
for a little time. Indeed, it had vaguely 
intimated that some minor preliminaries 
regarding procecdure remained to be set- 
tled nnc! that the whole flay, possibly 
might be consumed in decision on these 
details. 


The Japanese envoys gave 
not 
the 


slightest hint of what was to be expect- 
ed. With all the secrecy observed 
by 


Oyama in planning a forward movement 
against the Russian commander in chief 
in Manchuria, Baron Komura. and 
his 


suite hnvc prepared their diplomatic cam- 
rpaign here. 


RUSSIANS IN THE DARK. 


M. Witte nnd his colleagues are in thn 


dark. 
They can only wait and watch 


for the decisive moment to arrive. It is 
known, however, that they went to the 
meeting this morning strongly inclined to 
believe that for some reason the adver- 
saries would not reveal their position to- 
day. 
Although intimations have been 


thrown out from Japanese sources that 
•when the time arrives tfioy would lay 
down their terms and principally 
an- 


nounce that Mr. Wit-to must take, or re- 
ject them as n basis and that tho issue 
would principally be decided af; the first 
clash, the Associated 
.Press 
has the. 


strongest reason to believe that no such 
summary tactics arc 
to 
be 
pursued. 


While it is undoubtedly to the advan- 
tage of the Japanese plenipotentiaries to 
reduce the chances for diplomatic sparr- 


ing over the basis of the negotiations to 
the nearest possible limit, there will still 
be some room for give and take. 


MUST TAKE ALL OR'NONE. 


Japan will present her maximum but 


she also has her irreducible minimum, 
and in the first real passage at arms it 
will be the aim of the Russian negotiat- 
ors to force the adversary back to her 
last lino of defense. Just how this is to 
be accomplished will constitute the inter- 
esting tactics of the conference. It is 
regarded ns certain that the Japanese 
will ask the Russians to accept or decline 
the basis of negotiations as a whole. To 
allow them to proceed by a. process of 
elimination would give the Russians a big 
advantage and inevitably prolong the 
period during which the question as to 
whether a basis of settlement could be 
reached would remain iu doubt. M. Witte 
perfectly realizes this, and when faced 
with the Japanese conditions he 
will 


doubtless nsk time for their consideration 
to ascertain what points come within his 
instructions. 


EXPECT AN EARLY REPLY. 


AYhile no time limit will be fixed, M. 


Witte will doubtless give his reply within 
twenty-four hours, probably within a few 
hours as on the main issue the miestion 
of acceptance of the basis of negotiations 
—little fencing will be possible. That M. 
Witte will decline to accept the condi- 
tions as a whole may be regarded as a 
foregone conclusion and in his reply he is 
expected to point out clearly what points 
he can and what points lie cannot accept. 
Tt will be the Japanese rejoinder to this 
reply whiith will probably determine the 
fate of the 
negotiations. Japan 
will 


then come forward with her minimum 
and if Russia rejects it, the "Washington 
conference" will have ended in failure. 
Two passages and the issue will bo decid- 
ed. This is understood to be the deter- 
mination of the Japanese plenipotentiar- 
ies. 


M. Witte has s.iid he expected the 


ir-suc to be decided in a week. With a 
basis agreed to, the chance, for sparring 
over details will increase. Every facility 
has been placed at the disposal of each 
mission for private correction of 
any 


point. From one end of the conference 
room is a suite of three spacious rooms, 
which the Japanese arc occupying, while 
on the other side are three rooms for the 
Russians. 


NO INTERFERENCE ALLOWED. 


Under President Roosevelt's direction 


everything is being clone to see that the 
deliberations of plenipotentiaries arc not 
disturbed and that the negotiations take 
place ''exclusively" between the belliger- 
ents. 
Secretary 
Peirce 
is 
confining 


himself to looking after the comfort and 
entertainment of the 'nations distinguish- 
ed guests avoiding scrupulously any ac- 
tion which might be interpreted as a de- 
sire on the part of the United States 
to influence the negotiations. 
A clear 


and cool breeze ushered the day. 
Tho 


weather has not been 
excessively 
hot 


-since the arrival of the plenipotentiaries 
although in the middle of the day in the 
navy yard there, has been a reminder of 
summer season, M.. Witte has remarked 
several times the warm weather seems to 
afl'oct him somewhat pleasantly. 


RUSSIANS SURPRISED. 


Immediately after the plenipotentia- 


ries were announced, secretaries 
gath- 


ered in the conference 
room and 
ex- 


changed complimentary words, partly in 
Japanese. Mr, Witte produced a diplo- 
matic address to the Japanese plenipo- 
tentiaries in connection with their fail- 
ure to present their credentials at yes- 
terday's meeting. What the contents of 
this note arc cannot be 
learned, but 


there is a base for the belief that Mr. 
Witte in this note gives expression to 
surprise which he undoubtedly felt that 
the 
Japanese 
plenipotentiaries, 
after 


having from the outset of the prelimi- 
nary negotiations, laid such' stress on 
the necessity of maintaining credentials 
before the first step was taken, should, 
at Hio first meeting, have fulled to bring 
wit.h them full official letters. 
It was 


the understanding of the Russia.n envoys 
that Baron Koniura would decline to 
even open negotiations of the most in- 
formal ch.-micte.r unless he hitcl .satisfied 
himself of the validity of full powers of. 
Mr. Witte. Historical precedents 
arc 


quoted in the irregularity of yesterday's 
proceedings. 
The pui»pose of the Rus-~ 


sian note was to make the permanent 
record complete and make it show clear- 
ly the 
attitude 
bhe .plenipotentiaries 


from the beginning of the conference. 


WEAR NEGLIGE COSTUME. 


Neither the Japanese nor Russian plen- 


ipotentiaries or aides wore the uniforms 
of their official rank today and it ia 
probable that on account of the heat it 
was decided to discard civil attire for 
neglige apparel. 


Among the Russian and Japanese dele- 


gates at the Wentworth there is a great 
deal of discussion about the acquiescence 
of Mr. Witte in the suggestion of Baron 
Komura to exclude delegates from the 
conference. Baron. Komura raised a spe- 
cific objection to the presence thereof. 
De Martins, whom Mr. Witte and Baron 
.Rosen desired to have iu attendance in 
an advisory capacity, offered to arise to 
the presence of any of the Japanese del- 
egates. But the Japanese declined, say- 
ing they should not ask for tho pres- 
ence of any of the delegates. Mr. Witte 
did not press the point, but it may bo 
raised again later should a. decision or 
settlement be reached. Historical prece- 
dents are in favor of the admission of 
delegates and should the Japanese ob- 
jection stand, it would, independently 
of its bearings on the present negotia- 
tions, create a precedent from which ap- 
peal might be made iu future. 


Mr. Wilenkin, accompanied 
by com- 


manders Boutakoff, tho Russian 
naval 


attache, and Capt. Roussine, the naval 
delegate, today went off. in a 
steam 


launch to the Dolphin and Mayflower,: 
nnd presented the compliments of Mr. 
Witfce to 
Commanders Wiuslow 
and 


Gibbons. 
Commander Isham 
and Mr. 


Takahira paid similar visits on behalf 
of Baron Komura. 


FRIENDLINESS EXHIBITED. 


The morning session lasted 
exactly 


two hours, a.nd was of a most friendly 
character. 
The plenipotentiaries and 


their secretaries sat on opposite sides of 
a large table. Baron Koniura and Mr. 
Witte faced each other in the center, 
Baron Rosen sitting by Mr. Witte's left 
and Mr. Takahirn on Baron Komura's 
right. Mr. Korostcvetz sat next to Bar- 
on Rosen nnd Mr. Otchiai next to Mr. 
Takahirn. On the other side of the prin- 
cipals sat Messrs. Adachi and Sato of the 
Japanese and Messrs. 
Na-bakoff 
and 


Kutchcoff of the Russian suite. The Rus- 
sian note on the failure of Baron Ko- 
niura to produce his credentials was pre- 
sented and made part of the permanent 
record without objection on the part of 
the Japanese. 


LOSE HOPE FOR PEACE. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 10.—Public 


sentiment in St. Petersburg shows signs 
of changing to a pessimistic tone. De- 
cisive news from Portsmouth is awaited 
mot anxiously, especially as rumors arc 
in circulation that the Japanese terms 
are high and that the plenipotentiaries 
on both sides will maintain a. firm atti- 
tude. 


ELUDES THE DETECTIVES 


Italian Murderer Slips Away 


From Officers—Called, at 


Racine Residences. 


Where is Antonio Ballisticrro, wanted 


at Milwaukee for the murder of Tonms- 
so Tarcntino ? Is he secreted iu or near 
Racine, or has he fled to some other 
city? 


These arc questions that puzle five or 


six of tho best detectives in Milwaukee, 
and members of the local police depart- 
mnt. That the murderer came to Ra- 
cine a.fter committing the crime and 
called at a number of Italian homes on 
the west side of the city there is strong 
evidence. 


Wlien he arrived he had no coat and 


wanted to borrow one. The Italians did 
not know him and refused to shelter 
or aid him. That, he was in tho habit 
of visiting here and keeping his horse 
in a certain barn was also ascertained. 


The sleuths scorcher! all Italian places 


both in and out of the city, but did not 
find the murdered secreted, as expected. 
All night long they carefully watched 
certain quarters, but without any suc- 
cess. 
The sca.rch is still being quietly 


made, but tho trace is lost and without 
doubt the slippery son of Italy is far 
away. 


Milwaukee officials admit the trace has 


been lost here. Last night detectives 
went to Kcnosha and others to Waukc- 
gan and Chicago, while one is hangin 
about Corliss. The old admission that 
it is. the hardest thing in the world to 
capture and identify an Italian crimi- 
nal is borne out in this instance. Not' 
withstanding the 
complications facing 


them, the detectives believe in time they 
will get their man.

ured in Fall From Top ot , 


Interurban Car. 


PROBABLY THROWN TO 


GROUND FROM SHOCK 


Discovering a Wire Across the Track 


Blockading1 Traffic He Climbed 


Pole to (jet Obstacle Out 


of the Way. 


William Tufnel of this city, motornian 


for the Milwaukee Electric Railway and 
Light company, was fatally injured at 
South Milwaukee about 9 o'clock lost 
night by falling from the top of an in- 
terurban Milwaukee, Racine and Keno- 
sha car, his skull being fractured. Im- 
mediately he was picked up and taken 
to Smith hospital, where it was said the 
injuries would prove fatal. News of the 
mishap was received here half an hour 
after it occurred and the wife of the 
unfortunate man was notified and hur- 
ried to his bedside. 


The motornian left here in charge of 


the ear about 8:15 o'clock. When South 
Milwaukee was readied he discovered a 
wire across the track, virtually block- 
ading traffic. 
Leaving Ins car he 'went 


to the pole at the side of the car and 
climbed up to get the wire out of the 
way. 


RECEIVED A SHOCK. 


While thus 
engaged he 
received a 


shock which is said to have thrown him 
from the pole to the ground, and he 
struck on his head. The fail rendered 
him unconscious and with all possible 
speed he was carried to the hospital, 
where physicians made an examination 
of the injuries nnd said that there was 
a bad fracture of the skull and that he 
could not recover. 
Conflicting stories 


were reported a?s -to how the accident 
really occurred. At the offices of the 
company in this city it is stated that 
he did not fall from a pole, but from 
the top of the car, while adjusting the 
wire in question. Whether he received 
an electric shock is not 
positively 


known. 


SLOWLY DYING. 


This morning it was stated at the of- 


fices that Mr. Pufnel was dying and no 
hopes were entertained for his recovery. 
The injured man is about 32 j-cars old 
and has a wife and one child. He came 
to Racine seven or eight years ago from 
Mt. demons, Midi., when the Milwau- 
kee, Racine and 
Kcnosha 
interurbnn 


line was built and put in operation. 
Since that time he lias been constantly 
in the employ of the company. B}' the 
officers of the corporation he was con- 
sidered one of the most careftil and effi- 
cient men in tho service, and besides he 
was popular with his fellow associates. 
His home was on State street. 


RELATIVES NOT HERE. 


All of his near relatives, except wife 


and child, are believed to be residents 
of Michigan. They have been notified 
of the sad accident. At the bnrus of the 
company here expressions 
of 
sorrow 


were heard today because of the acci- 
dent. 
Generally very careful, the men 


are ab a loss to understand 
how ho 


could have fallen, unless receiving an 
electric shock from the wire that caused 
the trouble to tra.ffic a.nd the accident. 


MARRIED RACINE GIRL. 


Mr. Tufnel was married to Miss Sher- 


iff of Caledonia, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Sheriff, old residents of this 
county, now living in this city, less than 
three years ago. 
As soon ns the acci- 


dent was reported here, Mrs. Tufnel de- 
parted for South Milwaukee and reached 
there at 1 o'clock this morning. When 
she saw how serious tho accident was 
she 'phoned for her father, mother, sis- 
ter and other relatives. The Milwaukee 
Electric Railway and 
Light 
company 


immediately furnished a special car for 
Mr. and Mrs. Sheriff and party and they 
wore soon at the hospital. 


WIFE RETURNS. 


Mrs. Tufnel came home at 0:30 o'clock 


this morning and stated tlip,t her hus- 
band was still unconscious, that he had 
not revived or recognized any one since 
the accident, and that Dr. Lemon, the 
attending physician, said that ho could 
not possibly recover, the fracture of the 
skull being a very bod one. He might 
linger the clay out. 
The wife shortly 


returned to Milwaukee and with her pa- 
rents has been with him all day. 


WAS A PYTHIAN. 


Mr. Tufnel was a 
member ' of the 


Knights of Pythias lodge at Mt. dem- 
ons, Mich., but not of Rncine, but he had 
visitor! the Racine lodge many times and 
was about to take his remit from thn 
Michigan lodge, 
llacinc. Pythians will 


do all they can for the widow o.nd other 
relatives of tho injured man. 


WAS AN OLD EMPLOYE. 


At the street car barns it WHS snid 


that the accident happened a short dis- 
tance south of South Milwaukee, and 


not in the village, and that he was 
placed on the car and taken to that 
place. Also that he was one of the old- 
est and most trusted men of the corpo- 
ration. That in attempting to adjust 
the wire he received a shock and was 
thrown from the car or pole is question- 
able, for it is said that when the trou- 
ble was reported the power was shut 
off. 


A message from the South Milwaukee 


hospital this afternoon states that Mr. 
Tufnel, injured by falling off an interur- 
ban ear, died at 1:15 o'clock, not having 
regained consciousness. The body will be 
brought to Racine on a, special car of The 
Milwaukee Electric Railway & Light com- 
pany. Arrangements for the funeral will 
be made later. Whether the body will be 
interred in Racine or sent to his former 
home at Mt. demons, Mich., where his 
parents and other relatives reside, is not 
known. 


RESCUED ALL BUT

Members ot the Tiala-Zeigler 


Polar Expedition Rescued by 


Steamer Terra Nova. 


HONNINGSVAAG, Norway, Aug. 10. 


—The Arctic steajner Terra Nova, which 
went to the relief of the Fiala-Zeigler 
polar expedition, has rescued Anthony 
Fiala and all others connected with the 
expedition with the exception 
of one 


Norwegian seaman, who died from natu- 
ral causes. The ship America, which took 
out the expedition, was crushed in the 
ice early in the winter of 1903-4 and 
lost, with a large part of her coal and 
provisions.

WILL NOT QUIT SPORT, 


HJE SAYS IN HOSPITAL 


In th3 Accidents Tliat Have Previous- 


ly Bafalleu Him Three,.Spectators 


Lave Met Death —Many 


Injured. 


DETROIT, 
Mich., Aug. 0.—For the 


fourth time in his racing career as an 
autoist Barney Oldlickl has met with an 
accident while tearing around the track 
here today. 
Although Oldfield has es- 


caped dangerous injury each time, three 
men have been killed. On each occasion 
Oklfield'a machine was running almost at 
a mile a minute rate. 
Notwithstanding 


his narrow escapes from death he will not 
give up the hazardous sport. A telegram 
to the Chicago Tribune today from him 
says: 


Harper Hospital—Xo, my time has not 


come yet. Guess 1 bear a. charmed life. 
Today's acideut was the worst I ever 
had. 
Thank God no spectators 
were 


killed. I will not quit racing. As soon 
as I am out of the hospital I shall begin 
again. 
BARXEY OLDFIELD. 


In the first heat of the five-mile race 


today Oldlield's machine 
collided witli 


that run by Dan Wurgis in the stretch 
and both machines went 
through the 


fence. 
Oldfield 
received 
severe 
scalp 


wounds and his arm was cut. Wurgia 
was not injured. 


HTS FIRST ACCIDENT. 


Oldfiekl's first escape was in Detroit in 


September, 1003, while his machine was 
running sixty miles an hour. 
The ma: 


chine was the Oreen Dragon. It was low 
and light, and, as its name indicated, was 
painted green, the kind that stands out 
from any background, like n purple dress 
nt a poppy show. There were wheels 
that had a solid look about them, like 
the spool wheels that boys put on their 
wagons. 


The machine, starting easily at first, 


soon was moving with lightning speed, 
and the fence posts ran together like 
pickets, nnd then became only a white 
haze. 
When the grand 
stand loomed 


ahead, blurred and shot backward. Old- 
field reached the fatal turn and the ma- 
chine left the straight. 


The wheels skidde'd. 
The. automobile 


slipped sideways, as if it wero on ice, 
to the fence in the twinkling of an eve. 
Before a breath could be caught or an 
eye blinked there was a sudden blinding 
crush. Boards flew upward and througl 
the opening they left the machine shot 
like an arrow. 


Ahead was a tree, and at that the auto 


headed. Another crash and the machine 
stopped—a torn, twisted, mangled mass 
of iron. Its racing days were done. Like- 
wise the life of a man was ended. Old- 
field was picked up unconscious, with a 
broken rib. 


HURLED THROUGH THE AIR. 


Tu San Diego, Cal., two months later, 


Oldfield again was going at a hair raising 
spw.d when his machine struck a. mound 
of earth, and the auto swerved from the 
track. 
Oldfield was hurled through the 


air like a. toy. but escaped injury. 


It was in St. Louis, August 27, 1004, 


that Oldlield again dashed through the 
fence and his Green Dragon reaped its 
harvest of two more deaths. 
This time 


the heavy dust 
of a 
machine ahead 


blinded Oldfield, but in the infinitesimal 
fraction of a second preceding the acci- 
dent, he retained hi.s presence of mind 
and saved many from death. 


TWO SPECTATORS KILLED. 


The slightest turn of a wheel on the 


Green Dragon caused the swerve to the 
fence. Flying like n green streak along 
the track that slight swerve brought Old- 
field to the fence. Hud he .gone on the 
machine would have struck the 
fence 


slantingly, and the sweep of the 
auto 


would have taken in many. But in that 
second's fraction Oldfield snw and under- 
stood. And with a sudden twist of the 
steering wheel he se.nt his auto straight 
at the fence. 


There wap a loud crash. Women in the 


grand stand screamed. Boards and splin- 
ters Hew in every direction. Two men 
who had been standing where the ma- 
chine went through wero mowed down 
like weeds, ami others with them, and 
when the machine finally stopped there 
was a gap in the fence and a gap in the 
crowd. 


Two lifeless bodies 
were picked up. 


Many injured 
persons 
were removed. 


Oldfield, unconscious, was taken from the 
wreck of his machine to a hospital. 


But he is at the game again, nnd de- 


clares he will remain at it.

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 9.—Archbishop 


Chapelle of the Catholic diocese of New 
Orleans, died this afternoon of yellow 
fever. 


Mgr. Chapelle was taken ill on Fri- 


day. He had returned to the city three 
days before, having just completed a 
tour of Louisiana, aud announced on his 
arrival here his intention of co-operat- 
ing in the efforts then in full swing to 
stamp out the fever. 
The archbishop, 


however, left his house only on one oc- 
casion before he was taken sick. That 
was to take a drive with his niece. On 
Friday he complained of the symptoms 
which are the forerunner of yellow fe- 
ver. 
Dr. Larue, the archbishop's phy- 


sician, was immediately called. On Fri- 
day he diagnosed the case as a genuine 
attack of yellow fever. 


• NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 9.—Dr. Geo. H. 


Tichenor,-Jr. and two trainpd yellow fev- 
er nurses left here today in a, special 
train for Bon Ami, La., where it is un- 
derstood the fever is increasing.

trip is in response to ah appeal which 
reached Gov.

The state board of health received a re- 
port from Talluah, La., today of two sus- 
picious cases there. 


SHOWS ENORMITY OF TASK. 


Noon—Yellow fever new cases in New 


Orleans since 6 p. m., Tuesday, 12. To- 
tal cases to date. 628. Deaths since G p. 
m., Tuesday, 3. Totel deaths, 115. The 
report of sixty new cases of yellow fev- 
er in New Orleans yesterday and of 13 
up to noon today shows how complete 
the infection in the district below Canal 
street is, very few afflicted being found 
outside of this locality, where the dis- 
ease was first discovered and shows only 
too plainly the task which the federal 
authorities have before them in their ef- 
forts to stamp out the disease. 
The sit- 


uation in Mississippi is not 
favorable 


today as suspicious sickness was report 
ed ut Yazoo City and 
Holly 
.Springs. 


Within an hour after this report had 
been received Jackson, Miss., was quar- 
antined against Ynzoo City. 


CITY THOROUGHLY CLEANED. 
A great street cleaning campaign was 


naugurated here today. Besides the 
paid laborers of the eity and the prison 
ers from the jails and houses of deten- 
tion, thousands of volunteers went to 
work to give New Orleans a thorough 
scrubbing. Hundreds of carts and wag- 
ons were employed in carrying oil' the re- 
Fuse. The state board of health was in 
receipt of advices from a number of par- 
ishes today notifying it of their disposi- 
tion to modify quarantine regulations. 
A number of boards have conferred at 
Lafayette and decided not to interfere 
with the movement of passengers from 


oninfccted points who have health cer- 


tificates and from infected points if they 
lave served time in detention camps and 
been released by the marine hospital ser- 
vice. Restrictions v,-ere taken off freight 
provided it is shipped in fumigated cars. 
Additional appeals have come from the 
smaller towns for relief so that they 
n&y obtain food supplies and ice. Gucy- 
ln.il, La., and Logansport, La., are among 
the towns complaining.

Wood and Plaster 


ORIGINATED IN CHICAGO 


Chinese Boycott on American 


Goods Started There. 


Whole Center of Building Collapsed, Due 


Failure of Workmen to Brace Floor 


Properly—Majority of Victims 


Are Young Women 


to 


ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. S.—More than a 


hunded persons, a large majority girls, 


were buried beneath a mass 
of brick, 


wood and plaster today when the central 
portion of the large department store of 
the John G. Meyers company collapsed 
from roof to cellar. The wrecked por- 
tion includes nearly one-half of the store. 
Scores of rescuers toiling among the 
'ruins up to half past one had brought 
out only 25 injured. Three of these died 
after reaching the hospitals. At that 
time 110 were unaccounted for and it is 
certain that at least half of these are 
still beneath the mound of debris. About 
400 persons are on the firm's pay roll, 
but fifty of'these are on their vacations. 


Up to two o'clock the only identified 


dead was Miss Bertha Cunningham. The 
Dumber of deaths is now generally esti- 
mated at from Iwenty to thirty. 


At 2:30 p. m. the dead body of Mike 


Fitzgerald, head of the umbrella depart- 
ment, was taken from the ruins. 


2:45 p. m.—The unidentified body of a 


voung woman was just taken from the 
ruins. 


Kobert M. Chalmers, a member of the 


firm, was caiiijlit on one of the upper 
floors and went down with the debris. 
}Io was dug out from beneath a mass of 
plaster, beams and broken timbers. His 
risht leg was broken and he was badly 
bruised. 


100 CARRIED DOWN IN WRECK. 


Three hundred persons employed in the 


large department store of John G. Mey- 


' crs'ut N<>. 39-41 North Pearl street, had 


just gone to work this morning when 
the whole center of the 
building col- 


lapsed from roof 
to 
cellar. Nearly a 


hundred men, girls and children were 
carried down in the wreck. The first es- 
timate placed the number of killed and 
injured "at 40. Thus far all those taken 
out. of the ruins have been alive. There 
|a no doubt, however, that when the res- 
cuers reach the bottom of the heap of 
debris they will find a number of dead. 
The catastrophe, which is the worst of 
its kind in the city's history, occurred 
shortly before nine o'clock. The Mey- 
ers estate had been making extensive re- 
pairs on its building. This morning a 
gang of Italian workmen started to re- 
move an iron pillar that supported the 
main floor. Evidently they had failed 
to brace the iloor properly, for scarcely 
had they loosened the post when clown 
came all three upper floors within a rad- 
ius of fifty feet from the fatal pillar. The 
wreak crashed into the cellar burying the 
workmen and carrying clown those who 
havppcned to be working in that portion 
of the building. 


MANY MARVELOUS ESCAPES. 


The fire department was called out nnd 


the work of rescue began at once. Con- 
sidering the nature of the accident, the 
number of persons who escaped with only 
slight injuries is remarkable. The debrfcs 
in which the firemen and associates are 
digging is light, consisting mostly of 
wood and plaster. Little or no heavy 
brick or stone work foil, and this fact 
gives hope that the number of fatalities 
may not be large. 


The building was an old one, but about 


twenty years ago received a new front 
which gave it a modern appearance. Ex- 
tensive repairs were under way on the 
interior where the collapse occurrd. It 
was one of the city's two large depart- 
ment stores. 


Up to 10:30 there had been taken from 


the ruins 75 persons, half of whom were 
seriously injured. The manager of the 
store at that time made the statement 
that there were 50 more underneath the 
ruins. Up to II o'clock one dead body 
had been removed. 


YOUNG WOMEN THE VICTIMS. 


Most of those injured were young wo- 


men. When the collapse occurred the 
roof of the center of the structure fell 
into the building, forming a, mass of de- 
bris, under which were the unfortunate 
victims. Telephone communication was 
sent to the various hospitals and doc- 
tors from out of the city and within half 
an hour 25 doctors and four ainbulancos 
were on the scene. The various stores 
in the neighborhood were turned into 
emergency hospitals and mattresses were, 
brought from Hie various department 
stores in the neighborhood for the care 
of the victims. The work of digging out 
the victims was conducted by the mem- 
bers of the lire department and the police 
departments and all city laborers. Wat- 
er rushed into the ruins from the bursted 


pipes and it was necessary to cut off the 
supply in the vicinity. 


PITIABLE SCENES. 


The scenes about the building were as 


pitiable as those within. Several hun- 
dred relatives of employes were there 
and their supplications as to the welfare 
of their loved ones was heart rending. 


So far as is known all the injured are 


Albanians except Mrs. W. M. Borst, a 
shopper, whose home is said to be in 
Windoni, Minn. The death list now 
numbers five. 


Thirty-one laborers who were suppos- 


ed to have been buried in the ruins have 
been accounted for.

in Chicago. From this center the move- 
ment became, inspired in all directions.

On the invitation of a commit- 
tee from a number of woman's clubs, 
Chin Pak Sun as the mouthpiece of the 
Chinese association delivered an address

American manufacturers such as would 
be. possible nowhere else in the world.

STEAMER OVERCROWDED 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8.— St. Thomas 


Episcopal church at Fifth avenue and 
Ffty-third street, one of the most richly 
furnished religious edifices in America 
was wrecked by lire today. Within a 
block of the ruined church arc the homes 
of half a score of the country's wealth- 
iest men. On Fifty-fourth street, direct- 
ly in the rear, is the city residence of 
John D. Rockefeller, H. McKay Tembley, 
Col. J. J. MeCook and the home of the 
late 
Dan S. Lamont. The hotel St. 


Regis is only one 'block away and scores 
of the finest city homes in America are 
in this section of which St. Thomas 
church was pricipally the center. The 
fire was confined to the church. 


Defective electric wiring is supposed to 


lave started the fire. The loss is esti- 
mated by Fire Chief Croker at least' a 
quarter 
of 
a. million dollars. Only a 


mere shell of stone walls was left stand- 
ing and many very valuable paintings 
and bas reliefs were ruined. 


Sumptuous altar and chancel furnish- 


ings, including a, .$20,000 organ, were des- 
troyed by the. fire. For a time John D. 
Rockefeller's home was in danger. Fire- 
men .who stood with their hose lines in 
the windows of Mr. Rockefeller's home 
concentrated the streams of water, on 
the- 2013 foot stone tower of the church 
which for a. time threa.te.ned to topple 
over on the Rockefeller home owing to 
the intense heat at the tower's b;isc. 


The church, which was. closed this 


summer, has stood on its present site for 
50 vears and has been the scene of some 
of 
America's most brilliant weddings. 


The Rev. Ernest M. Stircs is the rector. 


Only a little more than an hour elaps- 


ed between the time the smoke was first 
seen and the falling of the roof. 


Six Hundred Immigrants Lack- 


ed Accomodations—Secret, 


Agents at Work. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—Through the 


arrest of Capt. Komnldo De Paravitch of 
an Austrian line steamship, charged with 
bringing over 
600 steerage passengers 


for whom there were not regulation ac- 
commodations, it has developed that ten 
secret service agents are traveling for a 
time in the. steerage of incoming steam- 
ers. Capt. Paravitch was held in cash 
bail before a United.States commission- 
er. 


It appears that the secret 
service 


a.gents have been going on board 
at 


quarantine and eating food served to the 
steerage passengers, sleeping in the quar- 
ters provided for them and sharing their 
lot in all -ways until thny are discharged 
on Ellis Island. The inspection is bein 
conducted under orders of Nevada N. 
Stranaha-m, collector of the port of New 
York. 


Inspector Longstreet alleges that the 


ship commanded by Capt. Paravitch was 
deficient in the accommodations for the 
eating for the immigrants; that there 
were no tables as the laws require. If 
this is proved the captain may not only 
officially be fined $500 but be imprisoned 
for six months.

The matter of child labor greatly in- 


terests men and women prominent in re- 
form work that especially concerns the 
homo and welfare of children, 
In no bet- 


ter way can effective help be given this 
work than by appointing capable and 
willimz state factory inspectors, for an 
indifferent inspector can undo previous 
good accomplished. 


The present chief factory inspector of 


Illinois before the international confer- 
ence, of charities and corrections at Port- 
land said that child labor is a product of 
commercialism, and in ibis assertion can- 
not be confronted with proofs fo the con- 
trary. State after state has enacted 
ehilil labor laws, the object being to pre- 
vent the child from entering the factor- 
ies at too tender tin age. Northern 
Btatert have this subject pretty well in 
hand, tho ago being, as a rule, sixteen 
year*.
